Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species and 
subspecies, as well as a single sensor for use therewith, for prosecution on the merits. 
Currently, no claims appear to be generic. 

There is a significant examination and search burden for these patentably distinct 
species due to their mutually exclusive characteristics. The species require a different 
field of search (e.g., searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or 
employing different search queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would
